THE ADVANCE IN BRISTLES, 

The recent advance in bristles is due 
to various causes. In the case 
of French it is stated that the 
advance has been due chietly tothe very 
largely increased demand from the 
Parisian brush makers, a: well as to 
the fact that the seconds of Continental 
bristles have beentaken to a greater 
extent than usual in this mar-~ 
ket, in consequence of the scar. 
city of white Western. The con- 
sumption has been much _ increased 
during the past year both in Europe ~ 
and here. A better business feeling 
induced manufacturers to make largely, 
and the increased product in the main 
found a ready market. Foreign bristles 
have also had a much larger consump= 
tion here than was anticipated, the 
demand being brought about by the 
heavy advance in American, which, 
during the past eight months have risen 
nearly 40 per cent. Importers could 


thereby successfully compete with dg. 
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mestic dealers and manufacturers were 
not slow to avail themselves of the 
opportunity for obtaining a superior 
quality of goods for prices not far wide 
of the poorer grade. Natural causes for 
an advances are not so apparent in the 
case of American. The great bulk of 
domestic bristles are controlled by a 
large Baltimore house, which has con- 
tracts with the principal killers through- 
out the West for the purchase of all 
their bristles. The past year they were 
compelled to pay exceptionally bigh 
prices for the raw goods, in order to ob- 
tain control, as another large firm were 
active bidders. Short white bristles are 
elso very scarce. Ilogs are now killed 
before reaching maturity, and the bris- 
tles are therefore not perfected and are 
mostly grey. The high price of white 
induced manufacturers to substitute 
greys, and a market having been estab- 
lished for them and the demand propor- 
tionately increased, an advance was 
accordingly made by the holders which 
has since been maintained. Previous 
to this increase in demand, large stocks 
of grey bad accumulated, but just be- 
fore it occurred, prison contractors 
brought them in, so that when the ac- 
tive inquiry set in there was only the 
regular supply to meet it. To these 
causes must be added the natural ad- 
vance, due to the fact of monopoly, and 
whicb will of course be pushed to the 
farthest limit. All things considered, 
easier prices for bristles can scarcely be 
looked for with confidenca for some 
time to come, or until the grasp of the 


monopoly is broken.

HUNTER’S POINT AND ITS ODORS. 


ever since Hunter’s Point or, as it 
has latterly been called, Long Island 
City, became the seat of large man- 
ufacturing industries, it has been con- 
spicuous for its unsavory odors. Pus- 
sessing many advantages for the location 
of oil refineries, it long ago came to be 
the chief refining center in this vicinity, 
and of the chemical factories, which 
naturally locate in close proximity to 
these works. Tor years the residents 
on the East side of this city, and those 
in the sections of Brooklyn which are 
adjacent to Hunter’s Point, have enter- 
ed periodical complaints against the 
chemical and oil factories with the 


Boards of JH alth, and _ repeated 
indictments have been issued by 
the Grand Juries of New York 


county. A number of the fertilizer 
manufacturies at Hunter’s Point have 
been compelled to sacrifice their valua- 
ble plant at that place and remove else- 
where. The meadow land around 
Tiunter’s Point, originally almost worth- 
lesg, has been filled in principally by fac- 
tory proprietors, and lots that once weie 
worth $100 are now worth $5,000, and on 
the river front $50,000. And yet the evi- 
dence that bas recently been given be- 
fore the Committes of the State Board 
of Health, in session in this city, has 
be n strongly condemnatory of the in- 
dustries of Hunter’s Point, because of 
the odors which they produce. Asa 
specimen of the testimony which has 
been given before this committee, we 
quote the following from the proceed- 
ings the last meeting : 

Dr. R. E. Van Gieson, of Greenpoint, said that 
the nuisances were intolerable. The odor from 
the cream of tartar factory in Greenpoint is of- 
fensive to the nostrils, productive of disease, and 
an important factor in producing death, and es- 
peciallyin diarrhaeal diseases in children. He 
had known children who were recovering from 
ebolera infantum to die from these odors. Other 
children, sent outof the city to escape these 
gases, had recovered. The odors had made him 
yomit time and again, and it was the vomiting 
that kilied the children. Nervousness and head- 
ache are produeed by the smells, and sleep is de- 
stroyed. 

Doubtless Dr. Van Gieson knows all 
that he alleges,but,on the other hand,we 
bave known children '* who were recov- 
ering from cholera infantum, to die” 
when there were no crean-tartar or spy 
other fectoriss withio a thousand miles 


of them, Did Dy Van Gieson ever koow 
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achild to recover any where about EHunt- | 


er’s Point, or one die that was sent into 
the country? Other people than Dr. Van 
Gieson have becn troubled with nau- 
sea, but few instances are on record of 
their vomiting causing te deh of 
children. Dr. VanGieson’s stomach nrnst 
have been very much disordered. Tie

testimony was to the effect that he had 
—resided in Hunter's Point thirteen years,and that 
the Standard Ammonia Company's works emit 
ted such foul odorsas to produce derth. The 
odors are the same in acid or sludge in the pro- 
cess of manufacturing. 
from petroleum creates a sludge, and from this 
the worst odors arise. The Standard Ammonia 
Works are the most disease-breeding of any in 
the place. He has to send his family away when 
the weather begins to grow warm, to save their 
lives. He has known the odors to cause death. 
With proper appliances the odors could be con- 
sumed. He knewchildrento be convalescent 
from diseases peculiar to them, who died from 
no other cause than the poisonous nature of these 
odors. The varnish factories are also a source of 
odorand disease. The gases are so prevalent 
that the white paint on the houses turns yellow, 
and the quicksilver drops from the looking 
glasses. 

Mr. Harris observed that the Standard Com- 
pauy, ina litigation begun in Queens County, 
made the defense of using all the approved ap- 
pliances for destroying odors, and won the suit. 
The company was convicted by the petit jury, 
however, and the victory forthe company was 
won on appeal. It was remarked also, that Mr. 
Tracy, who defended the company and won the 
victory, Was now very bitter in donouncing the 
factory as a nuisance. 

Prof. Chandler thought that with 
proper care the ammonia works need 
not be a nuisance at all. But Dr. Bur- 
nett said that all the bad odors at 
Hunter’s Point were from the ammonia 
works, the manure dumps, and the 
bone boiling houses, and not from the 
oj] factories Mr. John B. Woodruff 
said that he did not regard the sludge 
acid as a nuisance, but only the smells

Mr. Brooks wanted to know whether the pipe 
line of the Standard Company was in any way a 
nuisance. Professor Chandler replied that he 
could see no objection to the pipe line. If the 
pipes were open tho oil would be lost: closed, no 
odor can escape. Dr. Bowlsby said he had seen 
the workmen inthe Barren Island factories eat 
the putrid fish, prrobably to convince him that 
the business could not be unhealthy, nor the 
odors, as the ate what produced them. He did 
not think mortality had increased in Flatlands in 
consequence of the odors. He had never expe 
rienced nausea from them. The Rev. Mr. 
Granger, in Hunter's Point, said he had resided 
in Third street for seven years, and the place was 
never free from odors wafted from the Blissville 
fat and bone houses and the manure dumps. He 
has to leave home when the wind is from the 
east. He does not regard the oil factories as a 
detriment to health. A number of Hunter's 
Point citizens expressed themselves to the same 
point. 

We are sorry to be compelled to dis- 
agree with the eminent scientists who 
have given their evidence against the 
very important industries that are lo 
cated at Hunter’s Point. We doubt 
not that the susceptible legislators who 
have listened to this testimony will be 
convinced that these industries should 
be banisbed from proximity to New 
York to whatever extent the State au- 
thorities may be able to banish them. 
Fortunately the business of this port 
will not necessarily be affected by any 
such action. There are abundant 
manufacturing sites on the New Jersey 
shore, offering to manufacturing indus- 
tries of this sort,and there many of 
them, if compelled to move, will doubt- 
less locate. The Boards of Health and 
physicians who have given evi- 
dence upon the odors from the 
Hunter’s Puint factories, display very 
little wisdom. They seem to start with 
tbe assumption that every disagreeable 
odor is necessarily dangerous to healch, 
and disease, in whatever form it may 
appear, is attributed by them to

The opium is removed from its covering 
of leaves, etc., moistened with a little 
water, and allowed to stand for about four- 
teen hours; it is then divided into pans, 


water going to each pan; it is now boiled 
and stirred occasionally, until a uniform 
mixture having the consistence of a thin 
paste is obtained. This operation takes 
from five to six hours. The paste is at once 
transferred to a larger pan and cold water 
added to about three gallons, covered and 
allowed to stand for from fourteen to fif- 
teen hours. 
wick, the pith of some plant) is then in- 
serted well into the mass, the pan slightly 
canted, when arich clear brown fluid is 
thus drawn off and filtered through chimui 
(paper made from bamboo). The residue 
is removed to a calico filter and thoroughly 
washed with boiling water, the wash-water 
being reboiled and used time after time. 
The last washing is done with pure water; 
these washings are used in the next day's 
boiling. The residues on the calico filters 
are transferred to a large one of the same 
material and well-pressed; this insoluble 
residue, called nai chai (opium dirt) is the 
perquisite of the head boiling coolie, who 
findsa ready market for it in Canton, 
where it is used for aduiterating, or rather 
in manufacturing the moist inferior kinds 
of prepared opium. The filtrade or opium 
solution is concentrated by evaporation at 
the boiling-point, with occasional stirring, 
until of a proper consistence, the time re- 
quired being from three to four hours; it is 
then removed from the fire and stirred with 
great vigor till coid, the cooling being ac- 
celerated by coolies with large fans. 

When quite cold it is taken to the hong 
and kept there for some months before it is 
considered in prime condition for smok- 
ing. As thus prepared it has the consis- 
tence of a thin treacly extract, and is called 
boiled or prepared opium. In this state it 
is largely exported from China to America, 
Australia, ect., being carefully sealed up 
in small pots having the name of the mak- 
er on each. The Chinese recognize 


the following grades of opium: ‘Raw 
opium:” as imported from India. ‘Pre 
pared opium:”’ opium made as above, 


“Opium dross:” the scrapings from the 
opium pipe. This is reboiled and manu 
factured as a second class prepared opium. 
(A Chinese doctor stated lately at a coro- 
ner’s inquest on a case of poisoning that it 
was more poisonous than the ordinary 
prepared opium). ‘Nai chai’ (opium 
dirt): the insoluble residue left on ex- 
hausting the raw opium thoroughly with 
water. 

What strikes the author very forcibly on 
witnessing these operations is that the 
morphia value of the opium can have little 
to do with its smoking value, because, if 
so, the mode of manufacture must dete- 
riorate it considerably, owing to the long- 
continued moist heat it undergoes; how 
ever, there can be no doubt but the process 
described has after long experience been 
found to yield the drug in the most ap- 
proved form forsmoking. This opinion 
naturally raises the question, which of the 
definite principles of opium or combina- 
tions has the power when smoked, or rather 
burned in a pipe, the vapors being inhaled, 
of producing such peculiar effects? The 
elucidation of this point must be of great 
interest both to the chemist and physiolo- 
gist.

As an immediate result of these manipu- 
lations, the price of oil began a steady 
decline from $1 30 to 80 cents a barrel, in 
the face of an increased demand unequaled 
in the history of the trade. In 1878 oil 
went down to 783{ cents a barrel at the very 
time the shipments from the wells were 
56,000 barrels a day, the largest ever made 
till that time. All this, as one of the larg- 
est producers testified, was because ‘‘we 
take our commodity to one buyer and ac- 
cept the price he choses to givs us, with- 
out redress, with no right of appeal.”

1872 and 1877 were actors in the Pittsburg 
| tragedy of July, 1877. The oil producers, 
{in their memorial to Goy. Hartranft, Aug, 
| 15, 1878, for help, declared that ‘‘the Stand- 
jard and the railroad companies leave to 
|the people, whose creatures they are, but 
|two remedies—an appeal for protection, 
first, to the law of the land, and next to 
| the higher law of nature!” The very intel- 
ligent and fair correspondent of the New 
York Svn, whom the Standard could not 
|seduce as it did te representative of an- 
other great New York daily, wrote from 
Titusville, Pa., Nov. 4, 1878: ‘The fact is, 
the State of Pennsylvania has had a narrow 
escape from an internal war, that would 
have required all its resources to control 
and check, and the danger is not over yet. 

Had certain men given the word, 
there would have been an outbreak that 
contemplated the seizure of the railroads 
and running them, the capture and control 
of the United Pipe Line’s (the Standard’s) 
property, and in all probability the burn- 
ing of all the property of the Standard Oil 
Company in the region. The men who 
have done this, and may doit yet, are not 
laborers or tramps. They are men who 
believe in order and law, and have busi- 
ness to attend to.” Mr. B. B, Campbell, 
who described himself as the unfortunate 
owner of nearly a hundred producing wells, 
told a story before the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania that ought not to be uninter- 
esting to the millions of consumers of kero- 
sene. One day, returning to his home at 
Parker, near Pittsburg, the centre of a 
great oil district, he found the citizens in 
a state of excitement. The Standard, 
through its pipe line, had refused to run 
oil unless sold to them, and then declared 
it could not buy because the railroads 
could furnish it no cars to move away the 
joil. Hundreds of wells were stopped, to 
their great damage’ Thousands more, 
whose owners were afraid to close them for 
fear of injury by salt water, were pumping 
the oil on the ground. Ail the influence 
of a few leading men was kardly enough 
to prevent an outbreak and the destruction 
of railroad and pipe lines. Mr. Campbell 
telegraphed the railroad authorities: ‘‘The 
refusal of the Standard to run oil unless 
sold upon immediate shipment, and of the 
railroads to furnish cars, has created such 
excitement here that the conservative citi- 
zens will not be able to control the peace, 
and I fear the scenes of last July will be 
repeated in an aggravated form.” The in- 
terview that followed convinced the rail- 
road men they had gone too far, and in a 
few hours afterwards hundreds of empty 
cars suddenly appeared at Parker, and for 
a week the railroad which had said it could 
furnish no cars took away from Parker 
50,000 barrels of oil a day! 

If we turn to the experience of the refin- 
ers we find that they fared as badly as the 
producers. The handful of New York 
refiners who survived the conspiracy 
against them testify that they had to keep 
their capacity limited, and to do as 
little as they could. They did not 
dare to build large refineries, because 
they would not be able to get oil 
encugh carried to them to keep them 
going. Myr. Alexander, of Clevelund, tells 
' how he was informed by Rockefeller, of the 
Standard, that if he would not sell he 
should be crushed out, The Standard had 
a contract with the railroads which made 
them master. He had to take their terms, 
and sell for $65,000 a refinery which cost 
him $150,000 and was making money. Re- 
finer after refiner in Pittsburg, buying his 
crude oil in the open market, manutactur- 
ing it at his works, shipping it to the sea- 
board, met with a continued series of 
losses, and was forced into bankruptcy or 
a sale of his works tothe Standard, who 
always hada buyeron the spot at the 
right time. The great majority of these 
refineries, when bought by the Standard, 
were dismantled and the ‘‘junk” was haul- 
ed to other refineries. The Vesta and Cos- 
mos refineries, which cost about $800,000, 

wore sold at Sherift’s sale to the Standard

that company. The Germania, which was 
run to its full capacity as long as the 
Pennsylvania Railroad gave its proprietor 
transportation, is now leased to the Stand- 
ard, but stands idle, as that concern can 
make more money by limiting.the produc- 
tion and maintaining an artificial price 
than by giving the people cheap light. The 
Standard became practically the only re- 
finer of oil in Western Pennsylvania, and 
its rule was bankruptcy to all attempting 
to lead an independent existence. One of 
the independent refiners tells us how the 
agent ef the Standard came to him with the 
threat that if he did not come into their 
combination they would drive him to the 
wall. The Standard called upon this free 
man to choose between financial ruin and 
joiuing them on these terms: he was to re- 
fine only half as much as he had_ been do- 
ing, and was to pay them a tribute of one 
cent a gallon, a tax of 5 to 12 per cent. The 
selling, storiag, transporting, and price of 
his oil he was to leave entirely to the 
Standard. This testimony with regard to 
the regulation of prices by the Standard is 
confirmed by the unwilling evidence of 
Mr. J. J. Vandergrift, President of the 
Standard’s United Pipe Line, and a stock- 
holder in the Standard, who said that the 
Standard fixes for the other refiners in the 
combination how much they shall produce 
each month, thus ‘keeping up the price.” 
It is also proved to have manipulated the 
price of oil on the exchanges by the issue 
of fictitious pipe-line certificates to the 
amount of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


The Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce 
reported April 3,-1876, that there were, in 
that city, twenty-one oil refineries 
idle, owing to freight discriminations and 
combinations. There were $2,000,000 ia- 
vested in these refineries, and if in opera- 
tion they would have required the labor 
directly ot 3,060 men, besides the much 
larger number of carpenters, bricklayers, 
boilermakers, pumpmakers, and other 
workingmen, who would have employment 
if the oil refining business were prosper- 
ous. A minute prepared in 1879 by the 
Hon. Lewis Emery, Jr., a member of the 
Pennsylvania Legislature, shows that of 
the fifty-eight refineries in Pittsburgh in 
1867, twenty-eight have been crushed out 
and dismantled, and that of the remaining 
thirty twenty-nine have been bought up or 
leased by the great monopoly. A partial 
list prepared by Mr. Emery of ‘‘the petro- 
leum refineries in Pennsylvania bankrupt- 
ey, squeezed out, bought up, leased, or 
dismantled,” by the Standard contains 
seventy-six refineries, of which thirty-one 
were dismantled, twenty-four leased or 
bought, some to be run, and some to be 
shut down, and twenty-one were driven 
out of business. Its genius for monopoly 
has given the Standard control of more 
ghan the product of oil and its manufac- 
ture. Wholesale merchants in all the 
cities of the country, except New York, 
have to buy and sell at the prices it makes. 
Merchants who buy oil of the Standard are 
not allowed to sell to dealers who buy of 
its few competitors. Some who have done 
so have been warned not to repeat the of:- 
fense, and have been informed that, if they 
did so, the Standard, though under con- 
tract to supply them with oil, would cut 
them off, and would fight any suit they 
might bring through all the courts without 
regard to expense. At least one case is 
known where the deputy oil inspector, in 
a city to which oil had been shipped by an 
outside dealer, received from the State 
Inspector peremptory orders by telegraph, 
before the oil had arrived, to condemn it. 

In the South, the Standard’s control is 
absolute. It has now stretched out its 
hands to grasp the turpentine trade, and 
that in cottonseed and linseed oil, and its 
peculiar tactics have already been disas- 
trously felt in these markets. 

These oil producers and refiners whom 
the Standard was robbing with and without 
forms of law fought with every weapon 
they could command. The struggle has 
been going on continuously tor nine years. 
All that men could do who were fighting , 
for self-preservation was done. They 
caused to be introduced into Congress the 
first original bill to regulate railroads in 


—- 





by the roads and the Standard were proved 
before an investigating committee of Con- 
gress, but Congress did nothing. The 
Legislature of Pennsylvania was besought 
to.pass laws to enforce the constitutional 
provision for equal rights on the railroads 
of the State, but the money of the Standard 
was more powerful than the petition of 
business men who asked only for a fair 
chance. Numbers of suits were$brought, by 
individuals and numinally by the State,but 
by the harmonious efforts of the Governor, 





the Attorney General, the Courts, and the 
defendants, they were prevented from com- 
ing tc any conclusion. Indictments for 
criminal conspiracy were found by a 
grand jury, but when Governor Hoyt of 
Pennsylvania, in due course of law, was 
called upon to issue requisitions for the 
extradition of the two Rockatellers and 
their accomplices, he refused to do so. 
Worst failure of all, the suprem3 Court of 
Pennsylvania stayed the trial of the most 
important of the cases in progress in a 
lower Court, and so brought the legal pro- 
ceedings agaiust the Standard and the 
railroads to an end, in striking agreement 
with the prediction of one of the defend- 
ants that ‘‘the case would never be tried.” 
In short, the plundered found that the 
Courts, the Governor, and the Legislature 
of their State, and the Congress of the 
United States, were the tools of the plun- 
derers, and were forced to compromise. 
This compromise, signed Feb. 5, 1880, was 
a victory in forcing a pledge from the 
Standard and the railroads of the abandon- 
ment of the worst of their practices, but 
there lies in it, as in most compromises, a 
germ of disaster. It permits the Standard 
to receive any rebate the railroads have a 
right to grant, and allows the railroads to 
give rebates to large shippers, of whom 
there is but one,—the Standard. This is 
the relative position of the parties to-day. 
The Standard holds its vantage ground, 
and America has the proud satisfaction of 
having furnished the world with the great- 
est, wisest, and meanest monopoly known 
to history. 

To-day, in every part of the United 
States, people who burn kerosene are pay- 
ing the Standard Oil Compuny a tax on 
every gallon amounting to ceveral times its 
original cost to that concern. In Pennsyl- 
vania the tax levied by the Standard above 
all expenses and legitimate profits was cal 
culated in 1879 by an expert at 14 centsa 
gallon. This madea yearly taxon the 
onthe light in most general use in that 
State of $2,555,000. In an affidavit sub- 
mitted recently at Cleveland in a lawsuit, 
it was stated by Mr. H. L. Taylor, a re- 
finer, that the monopoly of the Standard 
increased the cost of oil eight cents a gal- 
lon. When the workingman buys kero- 
sene because it is cheaper than gas, or the 
student because it is better, each pays the 
Standard this tax. The whole country 
consumed last year, at a low estimate, 250,- 
000,000 gallons of kerosene. Putting the 
Standard tax, to avoid all possibility of ex- 
aggoration, down to five centsa gallon, we 
have a levy on the whole country of $12, 
500,000, besides the millions taken from the 
railroads in rebates. These, according to 
the sworn evidence of the officers of the 
railroads and the known figures of ship 
ments, amounted in 1878 to $6,960,840, and 
in the period between Oct. 17, 1877, and 
March 31, 1879, to $10,151,218. These fig- 
ures make reasonable the current estimate 
that the Standard pays dividends of $1,000,- 
000a month. It can do this, and have 
millions left to pay tke suits of refineries it 
has leased and keeps idle, its backsheesh 
to railroad men, the bribes it has had to 
give Judges, State Legislatures, and State 
Inspectors, aud its salaries of hundreds of 
dollars a month to men whom it has turned 
out of the business, and who are acting as 
its paid agents. 

It isthe railroads that have bred the 
millionaires who are now buying newspa- 
pers, and getting up cerners in wheat, corn, 
and cotton, and are making railroad con- 
solidations that stretch across the conti- 
nent. By the same tactics that the rail- 
roads have used to build up the Standard, 
they can give other combinations of capi 
talists the control of the wheat, lumber, 
cotton, or any other product of the United

The crude market opened a little stiffer with 

sales at 8644c on Wednesday last. but this was 

followed by a_ break of two points, and the 

opening on Thursday was very much demoral- 

ized, 843g being the ruling figure throughout the 


forenoon with sales at 85e later in the 
day. The market was a_ shade better 
on Friday, and a_ further _ stiffening on 


Saturday brought the price up to 867c at the close 
of business that day. Yesterday the market took 
a little boom and touched 88!gc, but subsequent- 
ly fell back to 8674, and to-day has not been very 
sprightly, 8674c beingthe prevailing figure until 
near the close, when 88l4c was touched. There 
have been no specially new features developed, 


and the fluctuations are purely the result of 
speculative manipulations. The average 
daily shipments from the regions for 


the past six days have been 30,774 bbls, and for 
the month 33,632 bbs. The pipeline runs aver- 
age 73,667 bbls daily.

Less would certainly buy, even from the 
ring refiners, and 9c is the best bid that we 
hear. Resales are openly procurable at 944c, and 
this could probably be shaded at least We on a 
plump bid. In fact, quotations are entirely nom- 
inal,thoush the “official” farce is ridiculously wide 
of the mark. The case trade has been exceedingly 
flat and in cargo lots 117gc will buy regular oil 
from outside refiners, while the Standard nom- 
finally quotes 1244@12'4c. 

On home trade lots figures are only nominal. 
It is reported that 150. oil can be bought for 
15k%c in jobbing lots.

Obituary, 
JAMES DONALD, 

Mr. James Donald, of the Locust Hill Oil Works,

The New Pipe Line to the Northern 
Oil Field. 


Referring to the departure of ex-State Treas- 
urer Rawle of Pennsylvania on the steamship 
“Belgenland” for Antwerp, in the interests of 
the new Anti-Standard Pipe Line, the Philadel- 
phia /nguirer, of the 28th ult., says: 

“It is the intention to apply this week to the 
Legislature for a charter, with the following gen- 
tlemen as incorporators: Henry Rawle, Orange 
Noble, J. F. Downing, M. Griswold, and J. J. 
Town, of Erie; C. M. Foster, of Bradford; ¢ 
Delamater; J. J. Shryock, of Meadville, and John 
G. Spearman, of Sharon. These gentlemen are 
possessed of large means, and, with one or two 
exceptions, are directly interested in the produc- 
tion of oil. The company, it is stated, has deci 
ded to start with a cash capital of $2,500,000, and 
have a main stem extending from some point in 
the largest oil producing section toa point near 
St. Marys, Elk county, at the head of the Susque- 
hanna, and on the line of the Philadelphia and 
Erie Railroad. Diverging from the main stem, 
smaller pipes will extend as feeders into all sec 
tions of the region within practical reach, and 
through these will flow the bulk of the oil. The 
preliminary arrangements, such as surveying, 
securing the right of way, and obtaining promises 
of aidjfrom responsible persons, have all been 
made. Mr. Rawle stated that a large amount oJ 
the capital would be used in the construction of 
tankage at the terminus of the lines, Itis pro 
posed to have ready for shipment at the begin 
ning 25,000 barrels per day, and to increase the 
amount to 40,000 barrels. The main stem will b> 
in length about forty miles, and the branches 
over one hundred miles. Letters of encourage- 
ment have been received by the promoters of 
the scheme from about two-thirds of the men 
controlling the production in the oil fields.

Petroleum Production in Russ‘a. 


Mr. John C. Welch has recently given to the 
subscribers to his Petroleum Reports, the sub- 
stance of a letter from Dr. H. W.C. Tweddle, 
describing his operation in the Russian petro 
leum fields. At Novorassisk, Cancasus, during 
the past four months, Dr. Tweddle has made 
quite a number of strikes in three wells he has 
bored. The smallest of these wells now produces 
about 50 bbls. daily of a 28% gavity oil, and this 
rate of production has not diminished during 
60 days. It is but 260 feet deep. The two other 
wells are about 400 feet deep, and their produc 
tion ranges from 120 to 200 bbls. each daily of 
oil from 23 to 26 gravity. In one of these wells 
he struck four or five different deposists as the 
drill progressed. The field is about 40 miles long 
and 3 or 4 miles wide, and the deposits of oil are 
immense. He considers that it only needs de- 
veloping to control the European trade. Dr. 
Tweddle has about 7,000 bbls. of oil on hand 
awaiting transpertation, and wi!l have an outlet 
through a pipe line to the seaboard by next sum- 
mer. They have also a crude standing 48 gravi 
ty, without paraffine, and which yields a beauti 
ful illuminating product. The Dr. controls about 
2,000,000 acres, and believes the deposits are far 
richer in the back country than in the section 
where he has already suuk wells. 

In the Kudake district one well which com- 
menced in 1866 with a yield of 3,500 bbls. daily, 
yet yields 30 to 40 bbls. of 36 gravity crude which 
gives 70 per cent, of refined,

There have been few features of interest in the 
oil market during the past week. An unsettled 
market for lard has had the effect of weakening 
the price of the oil but although prices of many 
of the animal oils were given an artificial strength 
by the high figures ruling for lard oil, the break 
in the latter has not seriously affected their posi- 
tion and no other reductions are reported. In 
the vegetable oils there is but little doing. The 
price of linseed oil is about 1c lower than when 
we last wrote. Cottonseed oil is scarce but 
holders experience a difficulty in obtaining any 
better prices, and on summer yellow there seems 
to be a weak feeling. The mineral oils are un- 
changed. There is not so much talk of ade- 
cline as formerly, and we hear of nothing relative 
to an advance. It is currently supposed that the 
contradictory rumors that have been prevalent 
for some time past were set afloat with an ob- 
ject by interested parties, who, finding that not 
much attention was paid to them by buyers, have 
quieted down for the time being. The fish oils 
are without much animation though whale and 
sperm oils are firm. 


Vegetable Oils, 

Linseed oil is lower. The demand, which is 
now of a jobbing nature, is fair, but as buyers 
show no inclination to lay in large stocks, crushers 
haf¥e been forced to make concessions in order to 
induce business. The price of domestic seed oil 
is about 1c off from that given in our last, offer- 
ings now being made to sell at 56c. Ina jobbing 

way 57@58c is being realized. There has been an 
arrival during the week of 100 bbls Western oil, 
none of which has yet been sold. It is held at 
the same price as city made oil. City Calcutta is 
steady at the decline noticed in our last. Large 
sales would be made at 6c, but for smaller quan- 
tities 63c is demanded. 

Rapeseed oil sells moderately in a retail way at 

5c@$1. There isno demand for large parcels. 
These would be sold at a considerable concession 
from our inside price. 

Mustard seed oil is dull. We have heard of 
nothing inthe way of sales outside of afew 
small lots that brought 65@70c. Large parcels 
would not command more than 624@63c, 

Crude cottonseed oil was quite active during 
the early part of the week just closed, but later 
these was nothing doing and the market closed 
dull. There is now little of any thing available 
for prompt delivery, the late transactions having 
materially reduced the spot supply, and most of 
the oil offering is of inferior quality and would 
not bring more than 3244@33¢c. Really prime oil, 
which it seems almost impossible to obtain, 
would bring about 5c. The supply at the mills 
is almost as short as that on the spot here, and 
very little is coming forward. The reported 
transactions were 100 bbls dark oil at 32l¢c, 200 
bbls fair quality at 33c, and about 165 bbls ata 
private price, supposed to be 33@34e, 

Summer yellow cottonseed oil is dull, only 
small lots finding sale. There have been 
no addition to the spot supply of prime 
oil, and as the quantity offering is limited and 
held at a high price little business is possible. 
The bulk off the oil on offer is off quality and for 
it 444c would be a full price. Buyers are not 
prepared to pay thisand we have heard of no 
sales of importance. Jobbing lots bring 42@42héc. 
Advices from Venice, to the 15th ult., are to the 
effect that up to the last moment it was supposed 
that the duty bill would not passthe Italian Par- 
liament, and buyers refrained from making pur- 
chases. After the bill had became a law there 
was some anxiety to buy before prices should ad- 
vance and sales were made at Genoa, for Venice 
account, of 5000 bbls. The price did not trans- 
pire.

Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil has further declined owing to a break 
in the price of lard, but as that material had be- 
come firmer at the close there was a correspond- 
ing stiffening to the prices for oil. On Saturday 
and yesterday best brands {did not bring better 
than 80@81c,but at the close to-night the outside 
figures were generally quoted, and as high as 
82lgc was demanded by some pressers for the 
small lots moving. No improvement is to be 
noted in the demand, the large’ buyers 
not being prepared to enter the market 
until much greater concessions are grant- 
ed, There is no movement on _ export 
account, the small sales making being wholly for 
home consumption. The off-grades, though re- 
latively much cheaper than prime, receive little 
or no attention. Prices are irregular, varying 
widely according to make and quality, and it is 
difficult to give quotations that would be any sort 
of a guide to the buyer. 

Manufactured whale oil is unchanged and is 
steadily held notwithstanding the break in lard 
oil. The demand is moderately active, but is en- 
tirely of a jobbing nature. There have been no 
further arrivals or sales of crude in this market. 

Manufactured sperm oil is in steady jobbing de. 
mand. Prices are steady and unchanged. | 

Menhaden oil is still inactive. There have been 
several lots offering, but the only sale consum 
mated was one of a lot of 150 bbls at a private 
price, but supposed to bé in the neighborhood 
of 38c. Buyers views are low, but makers are 
confident of bringing them up to their (the mak- 
ers) ideas, and are not attempting to force sales. 
For prime oil 40c is demanded, The pressed oils 
are not moving off very freely, but manufactu- 
rers are steadily maintaining quotations. Small 
sales of bleached oil are reported at 48@50c. 
Bank brings 41G@42c. We hear of a sale of 25 bbis 
at the inside prices. Straits is held 42@44c. 

Cod oil is still dull andeasy. Stocks have not 
been much reduced lately, and as holders are 
anxious to make sales the market has assumed a 
weak and unsettled tone. Only small sules of 
English are making, and for these the best prices 
obtainable are 43@45c, We learn of nothing 
doing in domestic, and the market closes dull 
with prices entirely nominal. 

Saponified red oil is scarce, but there is no dis- 
position to buy, and the stringency has had little 
or no effect on prices. Western makes are quoted 
at 47}4¢c and City at 48c. Elaine has been quite 
active of late, but at the close to-night the mar- 
ket was quiet. Sales have been made during the 
week of 200 bbls at 50c,

There is a steady improvement to be noted in 
the demand for paints and colors, but the move- 
ment is confined to supplying the city and near 
by trade. The storms in the West have checked 
the demand from that quarter at a time when 
trade was just beginning to revive, and it will be 
several weeks before any great activity in that 
section of the courtry can be looked for. The 
Southern trade is reviving, but as yet no very 
large orders have been received. On the whole, 
business may be reported as very fair, the de- 
mand being distributed pretty well through all 
the different lines, and the outlook is very favor- 
able. The tone of the market is steady, though 
in one or two directions a slight weakening ten- 
dency is to be noticed. This is particularly true 
of the lead products, which are inclined to follow 
the break in the price of the pig metal. 


White Lead, Zincs, Etc. 

Pig lead is easy at the decline noticed in our 
last, but no further break in prices is reported. 
The demand is slow at the moment, but holders 
are not disposed to force sales, and prices remain 
steady at 4 80@4 85c. We hear of no further lots 
of foreign offering. Refined is offered at 5c, but 
we hear of no sales. 

Dry white lead of city make fis not offering, as 
corroders are sold up. The quotation of 7u is 
therefore, entirely nominal. There is an easy 
tone to the market for lead in oil, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that stocks in corroders’ hands 
are said to be light. The nominal quotation is 
7c, but with the discount of 5% which is now al- 
lowed on the larger purchases, the actual market 
rate would be about 7c. There is very little 
lead offering in this market from out of town 
sources,and it is only when extremely low figures 
are named that sales can be effected. We hear 
of a sale of 25 tons dry, Western, at 64¢c for 
prompt delivery. English lead is easier, and is 
not in muchdemand. We hear of sales of 20 tons 
B. B, in oil, at 834c. 

American oxide of zinc is selling in small lots 
but the transactionsin the aggregate foot upa 
fair amount. We hear of sales of 50 tons prime 
in lots, at 444@4%c as to quantity, and 10 tons off 
quality at444c. Poorer grades are to be had down 
to 4c. French zinc isin good demand but large 
lots are not wanted. Prices are firm and un- 
changed.

The residue coming on a dull market has 
had a depressing influence on the price, and 
though the market cannot be quoted lower, there 
is less difficulty in obtaining stock at a shade un- 
der previous rates. There is very little demand 
for store lots, but there have been several 
fair transactions in lots ex-vessel and from dock. 
The reported sales were 60 tons superfine at 
$20 50 and 20tons medium at $17. Prices on the 
low grades range from $14 50@16 50, on medium 
from $17@18, and superfine $20 50@22, accord- 
ing to seller and quantity. 

English terra alba is unchanged. Of the lot of 
40 cks which arrived last week 35 have since 
been sold at $1 ex dock, leaving 5 cks which have 
gone into store and constitute all the stock of 
that grade on the spot. The demand for French 
ilsimproving but stocks are accumulating and 
prices are hardly as firm asat the date of our 
last. We hear of sales of 50 cks at 90c ex dock 
and it is reported that transactions have been 
made at a much lower figure. There is more in- 
quiry for American. We notice thesale of 10 
tons No. lat 85@87léc, and 15 tons No. 2 at 
40@45c. 

Tale is unchanged. There has been an arrival 
of 500 bags since our last, but it has not had any 
effect on the market, as much of it was sold to 
arrive. There is very little offering on the spot, 
and not much demand. Here and there sales of 
single bags to consumers at an average price of 
2c are reported, but there is an absence of any 
larger transactions.

We note 
salesof 1000 bbls at 45c, for delivering, in 
monthly installments, up to the first of June. 
Jobbing sales to the extent of 300 bbls are re- 
ported at a range of 5U@60c as to quantity. 

Paris white is very firmly held at the prices 
named in our last. The demand is good and we 
are reported sales of 50 tons at $1 25, and 25 tons 
at $115@1 20. These prices are for the better 
makes, but ,there are some brands that can be 
had as low as $1@1 05. 

Chalk is in demand and is firm at $1 85 for luts 
toarrive. There have been sales since we last 
wrote of 600 tons at $1 85,

Lime and Soda,

In the Welsh process ot manufacturing 


acetate of soda, during the evaporation of 


the liquor formed by the double decompo- 
sition of acetate of ltme and sulphate of 
sda, a salt separates out in the form of 
micaceous spangles, which are greasy to 
the touch like steatite. They are of a 
light brown colcr, due to tarry compounds 
dissolved in their mother-liquor. After 
removal of adhering acetate by alcohol, 
pressing between blotting-paper and dry- 
ing over chloride of calcium, they have the 
following composition:

The above constituents were determined 
directly in the ordinary way, the loss being 
in part due to a trace of acetic acid, no 
doubt present as acetate of soda, which 
would account for the sodium being high. 
There was also a little water (0°3 per cent), 
probably in the form of mother-liquor in 
the interstices of the crystals. 

On a gentle ignition the salt is un- 
changed, but on heating to bright redness, 
the crystalline form is destroyed. This 
seems strange, as it is eniydrous, and the 
bases and acids are fized. It is probably 
due to the decomposition of the interstitial 
acetate of soda, the steam, &c. produced, 
possibly causing disruption of the crystals. 
At all events it seems difficult to account 
for the fact in any other way. 


The salt is insoluble in alcohol and in 
concentrated solutions of acetate of soda, 
but 1s decomposed by weak solutions and 
by water. 

Its formation is an essential part of the 
manufacture, and, therefore, an excess of 
sulphate of soda must be added to the 
acetate of lime solution. Sulphate of lime, 
being soluble to a certain extent in ace- 
tate of soda liquor, is not entirely precipi- 
tated in the double decomposition. This 
dissolved portion combines with the ex- 
cess of sulphate of soda during the boiling 
down, and is precipitated as the double 
salt under consideration. It is in the 
form of mud, (which sparkles in the sun, 
from the bright spangles of (CaN2(S04)2 
which it contains), as soon as the liquor is 
sufficiently concentrated. If, however, 
there be no excess of sulphate of soda 
present, the dissolved sulphate of lime 
separates out in a jelly-like form on evapo- 
ration, and interferes altogether with the 
crystallization. 

If the separated mud be treated (pre- 
ferably before cooling, as the strong solu- 
tion crystallizes into a solid mass) with 
methylated alcohol, it is found to consist 
of the crystalline double sulphate mixed 
with concentrated solution of acetate of 
soda The greater part of the latter can 
be washed away by the alcohol, but the 
crystals always retain a little acetate of 
soda (about |; per cent), doubtless, as 
mother-liquor between their layers, and 
from the very conditions of its formation 
and existence the salt cannot be purified 
from it, 

On treatment with water or solution of 
ucetate of soda of sp. gr. 1150 and under, 
the silt is decomposed into sulphate of 
soda, which passes into solution and sul- 
phate of lime, the latter, however, still 
containing soda. 

The formation of this salt may explain 
why sulphate of lime obstinately retains 
sulphate of soda in double decomposition, 
which is only partially extracted even by 
boijing water. ‘Lhis is a source of con- 
siderable loss in certain manufacturing 
operations. 

I have not been able to find any descrip- 
tion of a sait of this composition crystal- 
lized in plates, although Watts mentions 
two or three double sulphates of lime and 
soda. An analogous compound of potas- 
sium and calcium is formed during the 
evaporation of tartaric acid liquors. It 
was described by Mr. Geo. H. Ogston, and 
contains— 

K2Ca(S04)2!4ag. 

Althougu the double sulphate of Jime 
and soda is wentioned by Muspratt os 
heing formed in the manufacture of acetate 
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it seemed to me that a short note on the 
subject might be of interest.— Chem.

Mandrake and Podophyllin, 


The root so well-known in our drug mar- 
ket as ‘‘Mandrake,” is that of the Ameri- 
can May apple (Podophyllum Peltatum); but 
this differs very widely from the mandrake 
ofthe ancients which is the European 
plant of that name—the mandragora offici- 
narum. ‘Yhis latteris a stemless plant, 
with lanceolate leaves, concealing beneath 
them several pale violet-colored flowers, 
and having a large, forked, fleshy, peren- 
nial root. It grows spontaneously in the 
south ot Europe, and belongs to the nat- 
ural order solanacee, which comprises 
many dangerous and deadly species. It was 
once called atropa mandragora,and is consid- 
ered even more poisonous than the atropa 
belladonna, commonly called deadly night- 
shade. It’s large root is often forked and 
shaped like many specimens of ginseng, 
and supposed to resemble, in form, the 
human body (hence the name mandrake); a 
circumstance attaching to it a reputation 
of being endowed with animal life. There 
are Inany superstitions connected with it, 
and there are fabulous stories of its utter- 
ing frightful, shrieks when torn from the 
earth. According to Sibthorp (1806-40) 
the young Greeks wear small pieces of the 
root to serve as love charms, and among 
the ancients it was held in high repute for 
philtres. Its medical properties are acro- 
narcotic, purgative, and aphrodisiac. Ac- 
cording to some commentators, the man- 
drake mentioned in the Old Testament 
was thought to have the power of remov- 
ing barrenness, but this again was another 
and altogether different plant from either 
ofthe foregoing, and it is not exactly 
known what it was. The American man- 
drake, so-called, as we said before, is quite 
different—whether the name of mandrake 
was applied to the root on account of some 
fancied resemblance of form, we cannot 
say ; but certainly its medical properties 
and therapeutic action bear no analogy 
whatever to the European mandrake. It 
belongs to the natural order berberidaciv 
and is indigenous to the United States and 
Canada, abounding in the rich woodlands. 
Its rhizome is horizontal, several feet long, 
and consists of joints or annual shoots, 
from one to three inches long, one-eighth 
to a quarter of an inch thick, and marked 
with distant leaf-scars. The end of 
each joint is enlarged to the diameter 
of about half an inch, has preximate leaf- 
scars, on the upper side a circular, 
depressed stem-scar containing one or two 
rows of wood-bundles, and on the lower 
side is beset with from eight to twelve 
nearly simple rootlets. The root is of a 
yellowish or reddish-brown color exter- 
nally, smooth, or with longitudinal wrin- 
kles, is very brittle and breaks with a 
smooth fracture. It is nearly inodorous 
and has a sweetish and somewhat bitter 
and acrid taste. As found in the market, 
mandrake root is always in small frag 
ments of a few inches in length. It 
contains starch and other common vegeta- 
ble principles and two resins, one soluble 
and the other insoluble in ether. Accord- 
ing to Tilden, the former predominates in 
the root collected in October, while in that 
gathered in April the two resins are found 
in nearly equal proportions. Meyer 
claimed to have found berberina and an 
other (white) alkaloid of saponin, but 
later investigation seems to indicate a 
total absence of any alkaloid whatever in 
the rhizome, but this is still an open 
question, and it remains for some future 
experimenter to prove whether, at some 
time in its growth, it contains an alkaloid 
or not. The presence of saponin is de- 
nied. Podophyllin, which is the active 
principle of the root has, for a long time, 
been considered an alkaloid, but it is 
really a resin, soluble in alcohol and 1nso- 
luble in water; simply a powdered alcoholic 
extract of the root. A very good working 
formula for its manufacture, and one 
from which we have obtained very satis- 
factory results is as follows: Take 100

The powdering 
should be done very carefully, and every 
precaution should be taken to prevent the 
fine dust from being inhaled or coming in 
contact with the eyes or skin, as it is ex- 
ceedingly irritating, acting as a local poi- 
son very similar in its effects to ivy poison- 
ing, only much more painful and severe. 
Even when careful, those working at this 
part of the process are often affected with 
sore throat, or slight attacks of conjunc- 
tivitis. When given internally in small 
doses it isas low and gentle laxative, seldom 
actiag within 12 hours, but in large doses 
it isa drastic and persistent purge. Po- 
dophyllin is very uncertain, and the dose 
varies trom 14 to 1 grain; anything over a 
grain would bedangerous. Popularly it is 
considered as a specific in what is known 
ag “liver complaint,” but no evidence is 
given of any special influence on the liver. 
Stille is of the opinion that it excites the 
secretion of bile, if it does at all, in the 
same way as it does that of the saliva, by 
the reflex influence of the irritation pro- 
duced by it in the stomach and duodenum. 
It has no specific cholagogue action, as has 
been attributed to it by ignorant practi- 
tioners. The average dose of the powdered 
root is 10 to 20 grains, and on account of 
the variableness of podophyllin, many 
physicians prescribe sume other form of 
the drug in preference.

PHARMACEUTICAL ITEMS 


Pyrophosphate of Iron, Phosphoric 
Acid, and Quinia. 

The following remarks were made last 
year by Dr. G. M. Baker at a meeting of 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society, 
in regard to making a clear mixture with 
pyrophosphate of iron, phosphoric acid and 
quinia. The usual proportions of the mix- 
ture are about two drachms of the iron 
salt, twelve to twenty grains of sulphate of 
quinia, occasionally some strychnia, four to 
six drachms of dilute phosphoric acid, and 
some flavoring tincture, with enough syrup 
and water to complete four fluid ounces.

Manufacture of Acid Phosphates. 

Mr. James T. Shinn, of Philadelphia, con- 
tributes the following tu the Driy. Cir: 
The vone phosphate of lime is not entirely 
soluble in phosphoric acid, and can readily 
be made from the carbonate. In 150 parts 
are 72 parts of phosphoric acid and 84 parts 
oflime, which latter are equivalent to 150 
parts of carbonate of calcium. The phos- 
phate of magnesium consists of 72 parts of 
the acid and 60 parts of magnesia in every 
132 parts of the phosphate. In 175.4 parts

The market is about as last reported for do- 
mestic, and manufacturers are still quoting $3. 
There is but {little offering from outside ,hold- 
ers, except at a full price, and we do not 
hear of any that could be had below $3 
net, while it is reported that a sale was made of 
200 ozs at $310. Tue sale of German at $2 65 
made just before our last report, failed to ac- 
complish the object for which it appeared to 
have been made, and as no more was offered at 
that price, the market remained at the previously 
quoted figures on Wednesday, with buyers very: 
actively searching for more cheap lots. There was ! 
nothing offering near-by at less than $2 80, how-! 
ever, though later in the week the market fell offa 
few points from this and at the close is procurable 
on the spot at $2 75. A leading house on Thursday 
put out a bid of $270 for anything that could be of- 
fered for delivery up to May,and was said later 
to have extended the bid to July 1st. Mail ad- 
vices from the other side bring offers to sell mod 
erate quantities, but indicate that the manufac- 
turers have very exalted notions of the probable 
consumption in this country during the 
coming season. One maker’ writes that 
he hears that there have been serious floods at 
New Orleans, and that there will be much sick- 
ness there with the return of hot weather. In 
consequence of this he looks for the consumption 
of “not less than 12,000 kilos,’ more than usual 
in that market. Now 12,000 kilos is somewhat 
more than 400,000 ozs, and if the German makers 
are looking for any such increase in the consump- 
tion at New Orleans alone, it is hardly a mat- 
ter for wonder that their views for 
the future are exceedingly firm.

At the 
close we get a sale of 75 lbs at $235, Penny 
royal is reported to have sold to the extent 
of 600 lbs at the quoted range. Peppermint is 
quiet and meets with no demand, and at the 
close we hear it islower. A sale of 5 cs orange 
is reported at $2 75. 

















Barks. 

There has not been much activity in these 
goods since our last. Select elm continues to 
meet with a good demand, and stocks of prime 
bark are becoming rapidly depleted. Sales of 
800 Ibs injlots have been made at 15c. and as high 
as_17¢ have been paid for small quantities of 
choice, while there were still some poorer grades 
that can be had as low as 12c. The small stocks 
of cascarilla that can be had are held at a higher 
figure than buyers are willing to pay,and although 
there has been some inquiry, no business has 
been done.

Further reports from the Keys are to the effect 
that good sheepswool is very scarce and held at 
high figures.

Fisher- 
men are making no money even at these prices, 
as many of them after a cruise of five for six 
weeks return with but $100 or $150 worth of 
sponges. Nassaus are also scarce and high owing 
to the increased demand to take the place of 
Florida.

PROPRIETARY ARTICLES, 


The trade in proprietary articles throughout 
the Northwest is considered at a standstill, the 
country being snowed under to the extent 
of rendering the delivery of goods prac- 
tically impossible. In the Southwest, 
however, a different condition prevails and 
trade is on the improve. It is not up 
to expectations throughout the country 
generally, but better things are hoped for the 
future. The repeal of the stamp act, which was 
hoped for from the past Congress, was not 
reached in time for passage before adjournment, 
and was therefore passed until the next session. 
Chances for and against ite passage are about

The great scarcity and high price of culvers 
root has advanced the price of Leptandrin to,34c 
per oz. net. Indications point to a scarcity in 
other staple articles of indigenous growth owing 
to the long and severe Winter. 

The expulsion of the religious bodies from 
France has had for one of its results the trans- 
plantation of the manufacture of the famous 
“Grande Chartreuse” from its old home near 
Grenoble to Romont, an ancient litthe town in 
Switzerland. The peculiar flavor of the liquor is 
said to be derived from the rare herbs that grow 
on the mountains near the monastery. The se- 
cret of the manufacture is a very profitable one. 
Ina recent numberof the Moniteur, says the 
Manchester Examiner, a correspondent describes 


how he paid avisit to the monastery of the 
Grande Chartreuse, and how, being furnished 


with exceptional introductions, he was shown as 


much of the p.ocesses of manufacture as 
ever is shown to the most highly favored 
strangers. He was shown to the distillery 


where there was not much to be seen, but where 
the secret nevertheless lay, if he had only known 
where and how to look for it. Great copper 
alembics were at work distllling the infusion of 
plants. Onashelf high above was a great basin 
full of the syrup, which is a secret as much as 
the infusion itself. When ready, the syrup and 
the infusion flow into the great casks that line 
the cellars. The correspondent asked what was 
the average value of a cask full of Chartreuse. 
The answer was, ‘Never less than £2,000, or 
more than £3,000." Of such casks there were 
60, every one of which is fullin ordinary times. 

After a very successful trip Mr. James Haslett, 
who has been on the road for some time for 
Messrs. McKesson & Robbins, has returned to 
the city. Mr. Haslett reports avery unsatisfae- 
tory eondition of the trade in the West, but 
further JSouth a better feeling prevails and

The following process has been re- 
commended as producing the most satisfac- 
tory preparation: 


MON es caseanee cane seas 2 drachms, 
Pine sawdust....... ccasnccien ” 
Claret or sherry wine....... 2 pints. 


Mix the tar with the sawdust so as to obtain 
a powder. Macerate it for a week with the 
wine, and filter through paper The mixing 
of the tar witn the sawdust renders it much 
cleaner to handle and easier to exhaust than 
the ordinary semi-liquid tar. 

Cacao BUTTER AS A COATING FOR PILLS, 
—M. Ditten, apothecary at Christiania, 
Norway, recommends cacao butter as a 
coating for pills, and proceeds as follows: A 
small quantity of cacao butter is melted in 
a very flat capsule, if possible one with en- 
tirely flat bottom, the pills are quickly 
rolled in it, then at once thrown into a suf 
ficient quantity of powdered starch, and al- 
lowed to cool. They will be found coated 
with a completely isolating. air tight layer, 
which protects the mass from all influence 
of air and moisture, and vrevents evapora- 
tion of volatile ingredients. The coating

The movement in dyes and dyestuffs is still re- 
stricted to narrow limits, buyers evidently not 
caring to take large supplies until transportation 
facilities are less difficult to obtain. In some lines 
avery fair jobbing trade is doing, but by far the 
greater number of articles coming under this 
head are dull and without interesting feature. 
Prices on the whole are steady, though in one or 
two directions a weak feeling is manifested and 
an evident disposition to force goods. There isa 
steady improvement to be noted in the demand 
for anilines but there is a good deal of irregulari- 
ty in prices. The dyewood extracts are coming 
in fora fair share of attention, but the move- 
ment as yet is not very large. 

Indigo has been rather inactive since the date 
of last writing. Buyers having laid in pretty full 
supplies during the activity of the past few weeks, 
are not now disposed to buy further unless deal- 
ers are prepared to grant shadings. This the lat- 
ter do not seem inclined to do, and the market 
eloses steady. We only hearof 10 cases medium 
Bengals at $1 25@1 30, and a few jobbing trans- 
actions in Guatemalas at full prices. The soft 
kinds cre unchanged. There isa moderate job- 
bing trade in progress, but large lots are neglect- 
ed. The small lots changing hands bring 70@80c 
for Manila, and 75@s80c for Madras, according to 
quality. 

Logwood has been dull the past week, but 
though stocks in dealers’ hands are large, prices 
are steadily maintained. Fustic is also quiet, and 
we hear of no sales of importance. 

Cochineal has been in better demand. holders 
showing more disposition to meet the views of 
buyers. The sales making are not of large lots, 
orders rarely exceeding 5 bags. The reported 
transaction were 50 bags blocks and silvers at 
46@50c. The market remains rather easy,though 
prices are not quotably lower. Our inside quota- 
@ons are for large lots. 

Sicily sumac is not meeting with much atten- 
fom, the bulk of the demand coming from con- 
umers and for small lots. The largest transac- 
ion we heard of was a lot of 100 tons, part 

slightly damaged, at $75. The smaller lots bring 
$80@85 as to brand and quantity, but it is doubt- 
ful if a large block of prime quality could be ob- 
tained at anything lower than the inside price. 

Blue alieppy nutgalls are held at 1844@19¢, ac- 
cording to quantity, but there is little doing out- 
side of a light jobbing trade. Chinese is without 
animation, though holders are quoting very low 
prices. Sales would be made at 13144@14¢, but 
buyers are indifferent and no important transac- 
tions have been reported. 

Ye.ow prussiate of potash is in moderate de- 
mand, but the market is steady, both Scotch and 

American being held at 25c. We notice sales of 
10 cks at that price. The competition between 
the importers of Scotch and the domestic manu- 
facturers of red prussiate has resulted in bring- 
ing prices down to 55@56e for both kinds, with- 
out, however, materially increasing the demand. 

Bichromate of potash is in fair demand, but 
there is not much inquiry for large quantities, 
The market is firm, no outside lots being offered, 
and prices remain the same as when we last 
wrote. Sales of 15 cks Scotch and American are 
reported at 15@15l¢e, as to quantity. 

Albumen is selling fairly, but there have been 
few contracts made as yet. The market is steady 
and quotations remain 85e for egg, 35c for prime 
domestic blood, 32\c for dark No. 144, and 37%ec 
for prime imported. 

Dutch madder is without animation. A few re- 
tail lots are selling, but larger quantities meet 
with no attention. The market, however, is 
steady and quotations are still 84@9le for low 
to medium, and 10@10%e for good to prime. 
French sells in small lots as wanted and prices 
remain nominally unchanged. A range of 34@ 
5e is quoted. Garancine hasa light retail de- 
mand and is nominally held at 7@13c¢. 

Tin crystals are only wanted in a small way 
and the market is easy. Sellers quote 17144@18¢ 
as to quantity, but itis probable that a shade 
less than the inside price would be accepted on 
large lots. 

Starch is unchanged. The demand for corn, 
both for home and export is good, and prices are 
well maintained. Potato meets with only a job- 
bing demend. 

Fuller's earth is still scarce on the spot, and 
prices are firmly maintained. The demand is 
good, but buyers ideas are low,.and nothing of 
importance has been taken since our last. 
Holders want 1c perlb. Powdered is quoted at 
2c, and meets with a fair jabbing demand.

Nitric acid at 72° Tw. does 
not dissolve this substance; but its steel- 
blue color turns violet or reddish, and even 
a dirty orange. Dilute acid has no action. 
In the same manner concentrated muriatic 
acid has no action. It is insoluble in a 
cold concentrated solution of phosphoric 
acid. With the aid heat it dissolves 
with a reddish-orange color, and, on cool- 
ing, it separates out asa brown matter, 
unless a too prolonged action transforms it 
into an insoluble black powder. 

The orange coloration of the acetic solu- 
tion disappears completely by  sul- 
phurous acid without precipitation, 
and is restored by alkalies. The 
contact of pure zinc in the cold en- 
tirely decolorises the acetic solutions. The 
colorless liquid is restored to its bright 
orange tint by nitrates, chlorine, and per- 
salts of iron, whilst sulphate of copper and 
mercuric chloride have no action. Proto- 
chloride of tin at once decolorises the 
same solution, save a faint yellow tint. An 
excess of ammonia or caustic soda added 
directly to the acetic solutions deepens the 
orange without altering its tone. Cold 
caustic soda-lye does not dissolve the crys- 
talline coloring matter, and seems to attack 
it very slowly. On adding water, we observe 
curious effects of dichroism; thus the crys- 
tals form at first iridescent groups with a 
reflection like peach-blossom, but which in 
different lights appear of an orange-brown.

The mixtue, if diluted with water and 
heated to a boil, becomes successively a 
deep violet, indigo, and deep green, which 
does not change in the cold, and on con- 
inuing to heat an intense yellow. In the 
deep green state the neutralisation with 
a drop of acetic acid reproduces the ordi- 
nary orange shade. In the yellow state 
the same neutralization renders the liquid 
absolutely colorless without affecting its 
limpidity. A slight orange tint may be 
reproduced with the addition of a little 
nitrate of soda, Ammonia does not seem 
to act upon the crystalline matter either 
cold or boiling. A hot selution of acetate 
of soda dissolves the crystals slightly. 
Aniline yields interesting results. In the 
cold it slightly dissolves nitrosopyroligne- 
ine with an orange-red color. Hot, 1t is 
more soluble; the mass darkens, turns 
brown, then violet, and, if boiled in the 
open air, a splendid blue coloring matter 
is produced in abundance, probably a 
kind of azuline. The new blue color re- 
mains permanently dissolved in an excess 
of coloring matter without precipitation or 
cooling. The spontaneous evaporation 
of tbe aniline leaves a coating with a cop- 
pery reflection, insoluble in water; alcohol 
dissolves out the more violet part, leaving 
a pure blue sparingly soluble in glacial 
acetic acid, but soluble in aniline. Mono- 
hydrated sulphuric acid dissolves it with 
a brownish-green color. I have operated 
in the same manner with aniline und ni- 
trate of soda without obtaining the action 
on boiling. If muriate of aniline and ni- 
trite of soda are boiled with a little water 
there is produced a bright red matter col- 
lecting in tarry masses like coralline, and 
having the peculiar odor of phenol. The 
tarry matter dissolves in olive oil with a 
brown color; it is not very soluble in alco- 
hol, and gives an orange precipitate with 
alkalies. A further addition of aniline, 
heated with the same mixture, gives only a 
1eddish-orange color. Weare, therefore, led 
to ascribe the production of the new blue 
color with aniline to a modification due to 
nitrosopyroligneine, Results and colors 
more or less analogous with the apove have 
also been obtained with the crystalline 
matter and pseudotoludine; nevertheless 
the purity of the sample requires aster- 
taining. Acetic acid. containing the col- 
oring matter, rapidly reduces nitrate of 
silver with the aid of light; at the same 
time, the liquid takes a red tint, which 
disappears on more complete reduction 
The crystalline matter, if dissolved in 
acetic acid and supersaturated with soda, 
reduces cupro potassic liquid ata boil. A 
weak solution of permanganate, added to 
the common acetic acid, gives a peculiar 
orange red color; or excess destroys the 
color in a few moments. Bichromate of 
potash alone with sulphuric has no action 
upon pure acetic acid, but it gives a red- 
brown color to commercial acetic acid, and 
finally destroys the coloring matter. If 
crystalline nitrosopyroligneine is heated it 
remains for a time unchanged. It melts 
toadeep brown liquid at about 500 deg. 
F., giving off faintly orange vapors 01 an 
empyreumatical odor. It burns with a 
brilliant but very smoky flame, and leavas 
behind carbonaceous residue.— Chem.

The Chances for Artificial Indigo. 

The somewhat sweeping statements that 
are made concerning the success of artifi 
cial indigo from coal tar, do not meeta 
ready acquiescence from Mr. E. B. Broom- 
hall, of London, who has addressed to 
some of the London dailies rather strong 
arguments against the claims made, in ad- 
vance of actual accomplishments, by those 
who are seeking the artificial product, The 
Textile Manufacturer admits Mr. Broomhall’s 
statement that artificial indigo is yet in 
the experimental stage, but in view of the 
fact that two of the largest German aniline 
works are now experimenting on the mat- 
ter,and some of the first chemists of the 
day are devoting their time to it, our con- 
temporary thinks the problem of produe- 
ing artificial indigo on a commercial scale 
will soon be solved, The assertion that 
natural indigo has a better chance than 
madder for resisting the intrusion of the 
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as 85 per cent may be admitted in one 
sense, but the question will have to be 
settled whether the cost price of the arti- 
ficial as compared with the natural pro- 
duct is less or more for every per cent of 
indigo they contain ‘As stated above,” 
it says, ‘‘the artificial production of indigo 
is only in the experimental stage, but there 
is a point which deserves the greatest 
attention, and which may altogether change 
the aspect of the affair. This is the dis- 
covery also made by Bayer, that the nitro- 
phenylpropiolic acid when mixed with an 
alkali, and a reducing agent like grape 
sugar, when heated is converted into indi- 
gotin, the blue coloring matter of indigo. 
This discovery is of prime importance, 
since by its means it is probable that a 
mixture can be prepared, which, when 
applied on the fibre, yields by steaming or 
heating indigotin, and thus to produce 
the blue eolor on the fabric.” 


Mr. Broomhall replies to this and other 
criticisms of his position as follows : 


‘‘Given the fact that indigo has been 
made artificially, given also the fact that it 
cannot be made at present to pay commer- 
cially, we have a fair point to discuss as to 
the probability of such success even be- 
coming assured. Far be it from me to as- 
sert for one moment that it will never suc- 
ceed, but with present appearances and 
past experiencas, is there a just reason to 
suppose that such must of a certainty be 
the case? Because the first chemists of the 
day are working at the article, and have 
long been working at it successfully, are 
no reasons to suppose that they must suc- 
ceed; they may do so, but at present they 
are as far trom the grand discovery as ever. 
One statement disseminated over the face 
of the earth 1 most emphatically contra- 
dict. We have been given over and over 
again, and in every form, the statement 
that because artificial alizarine has become 
a success, that therefore indigo must be 
speedily superseded. Was reasoning ever 
so absurd? Because an expensive and 
troublesome dyestuff has been superseded, 
therefore the cheapest and, in most cases, 
the easiest applied of all dyestuffs, must be 
superseded also, Madder cannot in any 
sense be compared to indigo, and because 
the one has been superseded it does not 
for a moment follow that, ipse facto, indigo 
must also go the wall. Nor are the com- 
parisons altered in the lcast when madder 
products are considered,such as garancine, 
Jleur de yarance, ete. 

‘‘All practical men know that the value 
of madder depended upon the amount of 
alizarine it contained. Now, no more ali- 
zarine could be extracted trom madder than 
what was originally in it, and if by manip- 
ulating the raw material you obtain double 
the quantity of alizarine, you simply con- 
centrated two portions into one, the price 
of the concentrated article would be twice 
that of the raw, plus the labor profit, etc., 
incurred in the process. It is true that 
the dyer did not get the root to yield all its 
alizarine, which he was enabled to dotoa 
slightly greater extent from the products 
as above-mentioned. Against this gain he 
had to place the increased cost incurred in 
the concentration of the article. Crookes 
says that 100 kilos. of madder produces 34 
to 37 kilos. of garancin, and that as com- 
pared with madder its tinctorial power is 
45 times greater, giving a slightly greater 
excess of coloring matter and an easier 
mode of working against the extra cost. For 

all practical purposes, therefore, I must be 
permitted to use madder as my point of 
comparison. Another point showing the 
great superiority of indigo over madder: 
Every purpose for which madder was used 
was attended with difficulty on account of 
the enormous mass of foreign matter with 
which the dyer had to contend; this artifi- 
cial alizarine ina great measure removed 
henced a great advantage in its use, In 
indigo, on the contrary, no such disad- 
vantages present themselves in any pro- 
cess except in that of printing, here I ad- 
mit there is a disadvantage, but for all 
other purposes the use of indigo is simple 
in the extreme. Youare right in stating 
that Bayer’s orthonitrophenyl propiollic 
acid may be used to advantage for this pur- 
pose, but will this supplant natural indigo 
to any great extent? While on this ;. int I 
may state un the authority of two practical 
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| I have had confirmed by a practical Turkey 
red dyer. Iam also told no indigo con- 
tains 85 per cent of pure indigo. Schlum- 
berger has found 96 per cent. Mulder 
acknowledges that sometimes indigo is 
found very pure, but on the average does 
not exceed 82 per cent. The planter re- 
ferred to above had his make analyzed some 
time since, with the result for all qualities 
(including the low) 74 to 75 per cent, ex- 
treme purity of a portion 92 per cent. 

‘‘The Baden Aniline and Soda Manufac- 
turing Company, in acircular dated Ist 
January, distinctly state that their only in- 
tention is to so far perfect the invention as 
to use‘the acid’ for printing purposes, 
where it has been found difficult, if not 
impossible, to use indigo. Thus, then, 
those most interested in the invention go 
only to this limited extent. My reason 
for taking this mutter up has been, so far 
as in my power lay, to givea true state- 
ment of fucts, and to do away, if possible, 
with those accasional scares, which thor- 
oughly disorganize our market to the profit 
alone of those who have spread these exag- 
gerated and incorrect reports. This mar- 
ket isa most sensitive one, and such re- 
ports do much injury, for with a constantly 
fluctuating market, consumers have no 
means whereon to base their estimates for 
forward contracts, nor have those who re- 
quire such estimates any confidence in 
seeking them.”

But fur- 
ther the question next presents itself at 
what price can indigo be made at which it 
ceases to show a fair profit? The mark of a 
certain factory in Bengal has recently teen 
disposed of in Calcutta at 260rs. per 
maund; the owners gave it to me as a fact 
that the cost was about 80rs., that is to say, 
were indigo to fell to half its present value 
a handsome profit would still be realized. 
Further, the question then arises could not 
the natural dye be made at even less cost 
were pressure brought to bear upon the 
growers by the probability of such compe- 
tition? Take the following as being almost 
proof that the present mode of production 
is open to improvement. Crookes says 
that indigo is mentioned in very ancient 
records in Sanskrit, and that the mode of 
manufacture was similar to the method 
now employed.

In anything I have said on this subject I 
have taken care to state only actual facts, 
and to be on the safe side I have frequently 
understated them, yet to my surprise in 
these very points have I been found fault 
with. Iam told that Iam wrong in stating 
the dyer could only extract about one per 
cent of alizarine from madder, and that 
fine indigo contained about 85 per cent of 
pure indigo. Schlumberger has obtained 
from 4:1 to 4:2 per cent of coloring matter 
from good madder and 1°9 to 27 from sec- 
ond quality. Schutzenberger says madder 
contains five different coloring matters, 
which Schunck seems somewhat to doubt 
whether these are all different, still taking 
3 to 31g per cent as a fair average, alizarine 
forms only a portion of this.
